Prof. Hugo Junkers has devised a 


Diesel airplane motor which uses 
heavy oil instead of benzine. This 
"juice" is much cheaper than ben- 
zine, and more economical, and has 
the further advantage of not being 
highly inflammable. Explosions such 
as so frequently occur -when a. gaso- 
line-driven plane makes an unfortun- 
ate forced landing- are believed to be 
impossible in the cass of Diesel mo- 
tors. 


The Junkers Diesel motor already 


is so far perfected _ that duration 
flights have been tmd'ertaken with a 
large monoplane. 8 hours continu- 
ous flying is the record thus 
far 


achieved. 


How economical the use of heavy 


oil is may be judged by the fact that 
the Diessel motor consumed ISO 
grammea of heavy oil per horsepow- 
er per hour as compared "witn 230 
sramiaes for the benzine or benzol 
driven motors. In other words, Prof. 
Junkers believes he has demonstrat- 
ed that a. plane equipped with a Dies- 
el motor has a. radius of action 25 
per cent greater than that of a ben- 
zine driven motor of equal strength.

Chests nas just announced the results 
of this season's campaigns.

last year's total. 


The fact that such large success was 


achieved tcis fall, in spite of stock mar- 
ket troubles, indicates several things 
about the fundamental soundness of 
American business. Mere important, it 
indicates the f-andamenial soundness of 
public spirit in the 100 communities of 
the' association. 


The most ardent community chest 


advocate does not claim perfection for, 
that method of public •welfare financ- 
ing.

But 
the community chest plan has been 
found to permit fewer mistakes and 
greater efriciencv than any previously 
tried plan. It has been an interesting 
development since the World war.

THE LONG AND, SHORT OF IT! 


THAT LEFT-ARM SIGNAL 


The leit-arm signal used by motor- 


ists, -which should be one of the most 
i:seful signals in existence, is rapidly 
becoming one of the most confusing. 


Ir is easy, if you take care, to give 


the driver behind you an exact idea of 
v/hat you intend to do. when 3'ou ex- 
tend your arm. You can point straight 
to the left, indicating a left turn: you 
can motion the following driver to pass 
on your left, indicating a right turn; 
vou can extend the palm, open, in such 
a \vay that anyone behind-you ivill 
know you are going to stop. It is quite 
simple. 


But does it v.-ork out that.way? It 


does not. Each driver has his own 
notions. You drive down a street and 
presently 3-011 see a hand dangling out 
of -the window o£ the car ahead. 
It 


hangs, limp and inert; or perhaps it 
points benignly toward the sky; and it 
may mean anything. The driver may 
be preparing to turn to right or left, 
he.may be knocking the ash'es off a 
cigafet. h'e irtay be pointing out the 
beauties of a tall building or he may 
be reaching his hand out to see if it is, 
perchance, raining. 


The left hand signal could be ex-

Huge Salt Lake Found 


In Central Australia 


New Tork —Of?— A dfepatch to 


the K«w Tork Times from Adelaide; 
Australia, today said that Cecil Uadi- 
gan, Australian explorer, had veri- 
fied existence of a vast salt lake 
which may be one of the wonders 
of the world. 


The lake is known as Lake Eyre, 


and is located in the middle of the 
sun-baked desert of central Aus- 
tralia. Mr. Madigan 
believes the 


lake contains limitless salt, with at 
least 3,000,000,000 tons in the north- 
ern part alone. 


Should chemical analysis 
show 


potash in the salt, the Times said, 
the lake would be found to be enor- 
mously valuable. The explorer said 
there probably was no other lake in 
the world with a surface like that. 
of Eyre, which is covered with en- 
crusted patches of crystal jsalt, like 
ice floes on an Arctic sea." 


.For years, cattlemen 
returning 


from the central Australian desert 
brought back stories that Lake i 
Eyre was a. bottomless morass and 


that to set foot OB it spelled death. 
Thousands of cattle have been 're- 
ported ftmallowecl up in it, «nd the 
black bushmen. living- nearby have 
feared to touch it. 


Tn« explorer says these stories 


•were mere superstitions • originating 
in fears of the aboriginies and com- 
municated to the white men. He 
drove miles on the lake's surface^ 
with a. heavily laden motor truck 
camping and collecting sale samples. 


AH the stories of disappearance 


of cattle, he believed, arose because 
of "a narrow seek between two lakes 
where hundreds of cattle crossed a 
a few were lost. He found three- 
inch lizards 
living twelve miles 


from shore, apparently with nothing 
to feed upon. 


Evaporation in two days was an 


inch and a half per day. The ex- 
plorer believes it formerly was a 
fresh water lake fed by five great 
streams which since have dwindled 
to small tributaries.
